OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


t. In answer to a letter received from Rev. J. C. Brodfuhrer, April to, 1880, 
inquiring if there was any objection to his organizing German churches in Kan- 
sas, I replied that there was none so far as 1 knew, but that the organizations 
thus formed should properly hold their synodical connection with the Synod of 
Kansas. He has informed me, however, that he has organized no churches in 
Kansas. 

2. April 26, 1880, sent “ Ad interim license " to Rev. Mauritz Stolpe, pastor 
of the Swede Evangelical Lutheran Church of Marquette, McPherson county, 
Kansds. The application was signed by three ordained ministers of this Synod, 
Brother Stolpe will apply for licensure at this meeting of Synod. 

3- In reply to a letter from Robert A. White, of Lyon county, Kansas, a 
young man desiring to be licensed by our Synod, I invited him to attend this 
meeting of Synod. 

4. In answer to Mrs. S. S. Waltz, of Kansas City, chairman of the committee 
of ladies appointed by our Synod, inquiring if the session of Thursday after- 
noon of this week could be devoted to the organization of a Synodical Woman’s 
Home and Forcign Missionary Society, I said thai the Synod would, doubt- 
less, grant the ladies all the time they desired for this purpose.

3- The Evangelical Lutheran church of Lincoln Centre, Lincoln county, 
was temporarily organized, September 27th, 1880, by the Traveling Missionary.

1. The corner-stone of the Evangelical Lutheran church of Bunker Hill, 
Kansas, was laid April 25th, 1880, by the age Rev. BF. Long, assisted by 
Revs. Harpster and Dornblaser, 

2. The Evangelical Lutheran congregation at Barnes, Washington county, is 
putting up a house of worship. 

3. The Salina congregation have postponed the building of their new church 
until next spring. 

4- Kansas City church has been much improved i in its internal appearance. 

5. The church at Hays City, has just been furnished with elegant pews, and 
pulpit furniture,and was formally dedicated to the service of God on the Sab- 
bath of October 3d, 1880. The ministers present were Revs. J, H. Harpster, 
pastor, A. J. Kissell, and T. F. Dornblaser of the Lutheran church, Rev. Steed 
of the Presbyterian church, and Rev. White, Post Chaplain.

That we take greater pains in making out our parochial reports, so 
that the chart attached to the minutes may give a correct exhibit of the strength 
and contributions of our churches.

The past year has been one of peculiar severity upon the new settlers in 
Kansas.

My efforts, the past year, have been directed 
more toward reviving some of our old-long-vacant organizations, than to the 
discovery of new territory. In reviewing my work, I regret that the apparent 
results are not greater and more adequate to the very generous support given 
me by the brethren at home and abroad. 

- ‘The members of the Advisory Mission Committee deserve commendation 
for the energy and promptness with which they discharge their duties. 

In order that the Synod may take timely action in appointing my successor, 
I will here say that my labors as Traveling Missionary will end December tst, 
1880, and that for valid reasons I must decline serving any longer in this 
capacity.

. Report of Committee on Temperance. 

| The Special Committee to whom was referred the motion on the subject of 
Temperance respectfully report as follows : | 

The liquor traffic is pronounced accursed of God. “ Woe unto him that 
giveth his neighbor drink; that putteth the bottle to him and maketh him 
drunken.” “No drunkard shall inherit the kingdom of God.” The rum traf- 
fic is the prolific source of most of the crimes committed in this country, and 
the source from which our poor-houses, our asylums, and our penitentiar'es are 
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filled, and one of the greatest hindrances to the spread of the gospe!. There- 


fore, 
Resolved, That this Synod recommend that each of its ministers preach ay 
least one sermon before the vote is tak«n in November on the proposed Con- 
stitutional Amendment, prohibiting the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage, and that we urge upon our people the duty of using all 
honorable means to suppress this most nefarious traffic.

“to receive the Traveling Missionary of the Synod of Nebraska into 
the bounds of the Synod of: Kansas, to work among our German 
population. 

The motion was referred to the Advisory Committee and the 
Traveling Missionary. 

Resolved, That we, the members of the Synod of Kansas, do heartily en- 
dorse the literature of our Publication House, and cheerfully pledge it our sup- 


port. 
Rev. A. A. Trimper moved that the Synod receive upon its bene- 
ficiary fund Frank D. Altman; and pay him $125 for this year. 
The motion was carried. 
Report of Advisory Mission Committee. 


I. THE TRAVELING MISSIONARY. 


About the first of November last, a communication from the Board of Home 
Missions informed us that Rev. Dornblaser would not be re-«ppointed for 
a second year, owing to the failure on the part of Eastern Synods to make any 
appropriations for his support. Accordingly your committee held an interview 
with Bro. Dornbiaser on the 7th of November, with reference to thé continua- 
tien of his labors. Bro. Dornblaser felt the work to be so important, thet he 
could not conscientiously abandon the ficld. He further proposed that, if 
Kansas Synod would redeem its pledges, with such other help as the committee 
could, he woald continue in the work another year. 


aie 
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Your committee became responsible for the payment of Synod’s pledges; 
and further agreed to make appeals throtigh the church papers for aid. In re- 
sponse to such appeals, friends throughout the East sent contributions amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $106.25. The Woman’s Missionary Society of our 
Church appropriated $250 of their funds for the support of Bro, Dornblaser. 
Moreover, members of our Synod increased their contributions over previous 
pledges. We have thus been enabled to pay our Missionary for the ten 
months since December ist, 1879, the sum o! $837. 

The work done by him has been quite satisfactory. He has been untiring in 
his labors, and many prominent points have been developed under his care. 
Your committee feel that this work has been but fairly begun in this large, 
growing State, and that it is of immense importance to the Lutheran Church 
that a Traveling Missionary be continued in the field. We greatly regret that 
circumstances render it necessary that Bro. Dornblaser discontinue his labors 
as Missionary for the State, after the expiration of his present year. 

2. RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Your committee recommend: (1) That Synod hereby appoint Rev. J. H. 
Harpster as Traveling Missionary for the State of Kansas, to suceeed Bro. 
Dornblaser, to enter the work Decembet ist, 1880; and that in case he does 
not see his way clear to accept, your committee be empowered toappoint some 
one else. 

(2) That Synod immediately take steps to provide for the Missionary’s sup- 
port, by pledges from individuals and congregations. 

(3) That Synod authorize the Advisory Committee to make appeals through 
the church papers for aid in supporting such Missionary. 

(4) That Synod hereby express its thanks to the Woman’s Missioaary 
Society for its timely donation of $250; and to the many individual friends 
who have contributed in smaller sums towards this worthy object. ' 

3. CORRESPONDENCE, 

Waterville-—The congregation at this place, through this committee, ap 
pealed to the Board for aid in supporting its pastor. Appeal forwarded with 
recommendation, and $100 secured. 

New Cambria.—By resolution of Missionary Conference, ; assed April 224, 
1880, this charge was recommended to the Board for aid. Resolution for- 
warded, but the Board could give no assistance for lack of funds. 

White Rock.—An appeal came from this point July 21st, asking for $250 
from the Board. Appeal endorsed and forwarded to the authorities at York. 
Response: “ No help, because we haven’t it.” 

4. LESSONS, 

That the field of Kansas is ripe unto the harvest. That the Traveling Mis- 
siommry is essential to its gathering. That the outlook for our church is full of 
cheer. But that, aside from some special donations, we must cultivate the spirit 
of self-helpfulness if we would do this great work.

Although 
the President, whom every student loved with truest affection, and trusted with 
greatest admiration, has been taken away, we are glad to report that at the 
opening of the present session a larger number of students than usual was pres- 
ent. We believe that Carthage College has a great work to perform ir our 
Western Church, and that duty to our great field demands that we generously 
support her. We can most heartily commend the College to your confidence. 
Mer faculty is of a high order im ability, and our people may be assured that 
at no place in the West will their sons and daughters be better cared for, and 
enjoy better opportunities for education. 

Let us never forget in our efforts at building wp owr Charch in the West, that 
an indispensable element of success is the Christian education of the College.
